‘The death of Lord and Lady Stamp and their 
son in the latest Nazi alr raid on London will 
‘be a matter of very real regret to every Briton.

It 
was the fortune of war. Both Lord and Lady 
Stamp played Smportant parts in the war effort 
‘of their country. Lord Stamp was an economic 
‘adviser to the British Government, while Lady 
‘Stamp was a leader in the Free Church move- 
mont in the British Isles and also a prominent | 
educationalist, having been a Governor of! 
University College, Aberysthwyth. Lord Stamp’ 
reeelved almost every rocognition which a dis- 
Linguished subject might be given by his ruler, 
having been elevated to the peerage, after 
having been made G.C.B, ond G.BE. in 1935 
‘and 10%, respectively. He way probably one 
‘of the most Internationally.known of alt British 
economists, One of his last duties was a tour 
to the United States in connection with British 
purchases of American war materials, and 
‘while it is not known what he did duriniz that 
tour, the fact that he was considered the man 
to act as a special envoy of the British Empire 
on so important a mission, is in itself signi 
eant of the importance which the British 
Government attached to his opinions. Lord 
‘Stamp was the recipient of honorary degrees 
from ‘nearly every university in Britain, and 
in addition had been honoured by a number 
of governments and institutions of learning all 
‘over the world. He was a Knight of Grace of 
the Order of St. John of Jerusalem and had 
recelved the Grand Cross with Star of the 
‘Austrian Order of Merit—the Austria which 
existed before the Nazis swallowed it up. He) 
played on important, part in putting Austrian 
economy on a practical basis after the many 
years during which it had foundered through 
the. depression which almost bankrupted that 
then most precarious government. Tt was 
partly due to Lord Stamps efforts (then Sir} 
Josiah Stamp) that the Austrian Government, 
‘was able to place itself on the stable Snancial 
footing such as it occupied when Hitler took 
it over, after having done his best to prove 
that It’ was incapable of lasting on its own. 
During the course of his career Lord Stamp 
hheld some of the most important educational 
posty in Britain which anyone could have held. 
He lectured in all the bigger universities on 
economic subjects, and published a number of:

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WHAT VICHY FACES 
April 16. 

‘A. section of France under the Vichy, 
xovernment is desperately trying to save 
from the wreck the remnants of what was 
conee termed French glory.” ‘That glory has 
been sadly shattered. It stilt exists. ‘There 
wre two factions which claim the credit for 
ts continued existence, the one which hopes 
by compromise and political adoitness to save 
‘what they can; the other, that which is deter 
mined to overthrow the menace to France| 
‘which is at present trlumphant by the same 
force of arms which has temporarily humbled 
the nation, ‘To the one faction it seems all 
important to preserve the few square miles| 
of territory on the European continent which 
still remain to them; to the other, the in~ 
spiration is the preservation of the sou) of 
Franee, compared with which the square miles| 
of metropolitan France are as nothing. To) 
the former the old idea of military warfare 
takes precedence, ‘The conqueror is the party’ 
which manages to overrun the enemy's ter~| 
ritory, To the latter, the war of movement 
Js mote important. Tt does not matter how 
many square miles of territory ate given up, 
provided the soul of the nation is preserved. 
‘The mere soil, the buildings and factories 
whieh have een Tost, are nothing as com= 
pated with the magnificent inspiration, born’ 
‘of centuries, that this soil, these factories, 
fave merely’ symbols of something much 
uxeater—they are the expression of the| 
spirit of the people. ‘That spirit is much 
more worth fighting for than geographical 
boundaries 

‘The present government in Vichy are learn 
{ing {00 Tate that there are more ways of 
‘conquest than one, It is not easy to conquer 
miles of enemy territory, when a resolute foc] 
fs opposed to the invaders. So much the! 
Germans learned through their terrific losses 
in the Battle of France. But it is a com= 
paratively simple matter for the invader to. 
impress upon those who believe that their 
‘cause is lost, because so many square miles 
of their country have been taken, that what 
remains to thom is not worth holding. That 
is what the Germans are doing at present in 
France, ‘They are playing upon the out-of- 
date concept that it is land that matters, and| 
all the while making the possession of that 
land more and more worthless, Of what use 
is a fertile country unless it can provide those 
who Hl it, those who work in its factories, 
land those who believe in it with the where- 
‘withal to tilt it, to work its factories, so as 
to give some well-founded reasons why all 
should believe in it, in spite of all appear- 
funees? Here are some cogent facts which 
prove that the Vichy government is not 
xtiving and cannot give any such reasons. 

‘The Bank. of France is now pursuing a 
course very similar to that which it took in 
1928, before the inflation of the frane. Since 
last’ June it, has advanced to the Vichy 
Government no tess than eighty-five milliard 
franes, a5 a dircet result of the German 
‘ocetipation, which requires the Vichy govern- 
ment to pay at the rate of 150 millinrds of| 
frames. a yoar—whieh is half the tolal budget| 
fof the country normally, even though now it 
is deprived of its usual sources of revenue 
from taxation and borrowing. From the fact 
that the Bank of France has ceased to publish 
the figures of note circulation, it can be taken 
that the difference is being met through the 
printing press, Indeed, the Germans, who 
fave not likely {0 exaggerate in respect of a 
fallen foo, state that the circulation of French 
bonds has risen from 180 milliards in May, 
1940, to 210 milliards in December. 1940. It 
is “Known that to meet these immediate 
needs, the Vichy Government has resorted {0 
printing without restraint. What the result 
will be is easy to sec. It will be a worthless! 
frane, without any relation to any currency 
except the: mark. 

The French Empire which remains loyal 
to Vichy should not forget -that their eur- 
reneies have been tied to the Freneh frane 
at a fixed exchange rate. Only recently the 
French Minister of Colonies attempted to re- 
assure the Empire on this point, but there 
is evidence that German troops in North’ 
Afriea are now paying fifty franes for a 
‘twenty-frane packet of cigarettes, and are 


























change them. And it is to be feared that| 
the ruination which the Germans are wreak- 
ing upon France and the French Empire, with 
‘the knowledge of the men of Vichy, will 
shortly explode into public conseiousness| 
with disastrous effect. In some French 
colonies the situation has been worsened by| 
the policy of their, local governments, as in 
the case of Madagascar, where expenditure on 
public works has temporarily lessened the| 
immediate stringeney, but by its unproduc- 
Aiveness, has greatly inreased the likelihood 
of a erisis, 

All this is in contrast to the position in 
those French colonies which have joined 
General de Gaulle and are prolonging their’ 
resistance (o Germany and Italy, with no| 
lite glory to the tricolor. Owing to the 
‘agreement between General de Gaulle and| 
the British Government, the Free French 
colonies have the advantage of an equitable! 
exchange rate with sterling, which has been | 
guarded against inflation by’a well-coneeived 
‘and comprehensively regulated system of 
finance, and by the tremendous sacrifices of 
the British tax-payer. ‘That is the picture. 
On the one hand there are Vichy and the| 
colonies attached to her, slipping quickly 
down the dangerous road to inflation; on the 
other are the colonies which have followed. 
the path of greatest, in stead of least, 
resistance. The former face ruin; the latter 
have hope of prosperity and freedom. Ad~ 
miral Darlan is attempting to be “Me. Facing- 
both-Ways.” And as is usual in such clr- 
cumstances, he is placing his country face 
to face with extinetion, 








M. STALIN’S SUCCESS 
April 17. 


Now that M, Stalin has definitely destroyed 
the value of the Anti-Comintern Pact, by 
‘the lately concluded neutrality agreement 
‘with Japan, it is interesting to look back and 
recall his’ altitude towards the former 
document. He regarded the Axis, the Ber= 
lin-Rome-Tokyo triangle ‘and the Anti- 
Comintern Pact the first two with ‘some 
degree of caution, but the last with con- 
tempt, probably because he knew that sooner 
‘or later he would be able {o break it down 
fas he has now done. Speaking on March 10, 
1939, on the subject of the Soviet Uni 
‘and ‘international affairs he said 

It is, not easy in our day to suddenly 
break, loose, ‘and plunge straight into war 
without regard ¢or' treaties of any kind, oF 
for publie- opinion. “Bourgeois politicians 
Know’ this very well. So do the Fascist 
rulers. “That Jo why the “Paseist rulers 
decided Before plunging into war to frame 
public opinion to suit their cnds, that Is to 
‘mislead It, to deceive it. 

‘A. milifary. bloc of Germany and Italy 
against the Interests of. Sngland and France 
in Europe? Bless us, do you call, that a 
bloc? "We" have no military bloc. All "we" 
have {s an danocuous “Berlin-Rome Axi#"; 
that is just @ geometrical equation for an 


Es 
‘A’ military bloc of Germany, Haly and 
Japan” against the, interesty of’ the. United 
‘States, Great Britain and France in tho For 
East? Nothing of the. kind. "We" have no 
military bloc. "All "wo" have is an innocuous 
“Berlin-Rome-Tokyo triangle”; that is a slight 
penchant for geometry. 

‘A war against the interests of England, 
Franee, the United States? Nonsense! We 
fare waging war on the Comintern, not on 
these states. “If you don't believe it read the 
“anti.Comintera » Pact concluded between 
Italy, Germany. and. Japan. 

‘That is" how. Messlours the aggressors 
thought of framing public opinion although 
it was not hard to see how preposterous this 
whole clumsy game of camouflage was: for 
itis, ridiculous. to look for Comintern “hot. 
beds" "in the deserts of Mongolia, inthe 
‘mountains of Abyssinia, or in the ‘wilds of 
Spanish AMoroteo. 

"But war is inexorable. Tt cannot be hidden, 
under ‘any guise. For no, “axis,” “triangles,” 
or “anti-Comintern Pacts" can hide the fact 
‘that in this period Japan has seized a vast 
stretch of territory in China, that Italy ‘has 
Seized Abyssinia, that Germany has. seized 
‘Austria and. the’ Sndeten region, that Ger- 
many and Italy. together have selzed Spain— 
‘and all this in deflance of the non-aggressive 
States. The war remains a war; the military 
bloc’ of aggressors remains a military bloc; 
and the aggressors remain aggressors, 
‘That was in March, 1939, Five months 

later M. Stalin signed a non-ageression pact | 
‘with Hitler. ‘That was the first blow to the 
fanti-Comintern Pact. Stalin probably signed 
it with a certain degree of cynical enjoy- 
ment, but not with any real belief that 
Hitler ‘considered himself in any way honour 
‘bound to observe the pact if it suited his 
purpose to do otherwise. 

‘The conclusion of the Neutrality Pact with 
[Japan is as direct a snub to Hiller as was 
{the Soviet rebuke to Hungary for the in- 
vasion of Yugoslavia, What Power oF 
Powers docs M. Stalin expect to attack the 
Soviet? It certainly is not Turkey with 
‘which there is the closest friendship, and 
nderstanding. But along the Russian 
borders, from the Black Sea to the Baltic are 
massed German troops in positions from) 
‘which a lightning attack on the Ukraine 
jean be launched at any moment. M. Stalin| 
realizes that at any moment the German-|

‘MM, Stalin's maneuvre in reaching the 
neutrality agreement with Mr, Matsuoka 
clearly serves notice upon Hitler that any. 
attempt upon Russian integrity will be xe~ 
sisted. ‘Such a move would, it is truc, be 
a measure of Hitler's desperation, but it is 
‘quite clear that if he is unable to force the 
war to a successful conclusion before the 
autumn he will be in a most critical position, 
Jand with a food situation going inevitably 
from bad to worse desperate measures will 
hhave 10 be taken. From this it is to be 
assumed that the policy of Great Britain and 
her Allies will not be to waste their growing] 
[strength in an endeavour to force an carly 
Issue, but rather to stand Hitler's attacks 
off, while the blockade and the wastage of 
‘war makes gigantic inroads into the German 
Fesourees, until the time comes when 
‘material superiority shall have been reached 
and the opportunity presents itself to carry 
the war home to. Germany in the manner 
which Mr. Churchill has promised it will be. 
In the meantime M, Stalin is taking no 
[chances. He does not trust Hitler and is 
preparing against that day when Hitler may 
play him false. 

















IN THE MEDITERRANEAN

[Greece prevents any very clear picture be~ 
ing formed of what is going on. On the 
fone hand the Yugoslavs claim to have re~ 
captured Skolpje and Nish together with 
20,000 prisoners, an unconfirmed report, 
[which if true amounts to a signal success 
against the Germans. On the other the 
[Germans appear to have made further pro- 
[gress into Greece occupying Klisura, Kozani, 
Jand Siatista, though it is quite clear that 
the impetus of the original German on- 
slaught has been somewhat reduced, and that 
fas further British reinforcements ‘go for- 
ward the possibility of eventually being able 
{to control the situation seoms to be more 
promising. ‘The general situation in the 
Mediterrancan is still looked upon by 
Jauthoritative military circles in London as 
being serious, even though it is not consider= 
Jed grave. The fact is that there is a great 
struggle proceéding in Greece the results of 
which may not be apparent for some days. 
fo come. In the meantime it is as well to. 
remember that though the British and Greok 
front has fallen back under German pressure 
{there is nothing as yt to confirm the Ger- 
man report that a break through has taken 
place at Siatista, 

In northern Africa the situation is clearer 
[The military command in the Mediterranean 
some weeks ago were faced with three dis- 
tinct courses of action, to accept the German 
challenge in the Balkans, to race against the 
[rains in Abyssinia, conquer the country and 
fuse the troops thus liberated elsewhere, or 
Jconcentrate on the two African campaigns 
giving the Germans a walkover in the Bal- 
kans down to the Mediterranean. It was 
unthinkable that the third choice would be 
fadopted, and the high command decided to 
send reinforcements to Greece in order to 
jendeavour to beat back the German on- 
Islaught. At the same time the campaign in 
[Abyssinia had to be continued, and, as it is 
Inow nearing a conclusion, a change may soon 
come over the situation with the reinforce- 
ment of the British and Allied troops en= 
{trusted with the defence of Exypt. 

It is obvious that had the British com- 
mand decided to proceed with the complete 
[subjugation of Tripolitania, something which 
Jeven now does not seem to have been 
possible if the British had followed up im- 
mediately after the fall of Benghazi, it would 
have been well nigh impossible ‘to send 
reinforcement to Greece. Such an advance 
]was not in fact necessary. An astounding 
victory had been achieved over the Italians, 
jwhose Libyan armies had been crushed, 
‘and for the most part taken prisoner, and 
large bodies of British forces were liberated. 
for the Greck venture. ‘Then the Ialians 
‘with German stiffening commenced to march. 
Jeastwards out of Tripolitania, and the light | 
British holding forces began to fall back in 
]good. order clearly demonstrating the con- 
sistency with which the British command 
regards war in the desert as one of man- 
Jceuvre rather than of fixed positions in which 
{the loss of territory is rather more im= 
portant, 

From the very commencement of the 
movement it was seen that General Wavell 
[did not intend to offer battle except on a 























field of his own choosing, and the event has 
justified the forecast in these columns some!

‘To those 
who will criticize the suspension of the 
democratic institution of the ballot box, it 
should be pointed out that constitutional pro- 
visions are quite frequently suspended in 
limes ‘of emergency, and there ean be no 
iainsaying the fact that Shanghai faces one 
St the present time, and that of considerable 
gravity. With regard to the passing of the 
Fatepayers’ meetings it is fo be hoped that . 
they have gone once, and for all. ‘They were 
designed for the International Seltiement, 
‘aL a time when the foreign community con- 
sisted of only a few hundred persons, whereas 
howadays it embraces tens of thousand of 
people, while the number of ratepayers. is 
how sich that there is no hall in Shanghol 
big enough to accommodate them. 

‘But the ratepayers will probably xequive 
something in the nature of a quid pro quo 
{in the shape of much more information on 
‘municipal affairs than has been. vouchsafed 
up fo the present, and the sticcoss of this 
now experiment. depends to avery great 
extent upon the degree in which public 
‘opinion can be formed and assessed by those 
‘who will control tho destinies of the Settle- 
ment.” Tt Is necessary that this should be 
borne in mind, for the Provisional Couneit 
will be empowered to make decisions which 
Up to, the present have, been made by the 
Yatepasrers themselves. They will doubles 
watch the manner in which these power 
Which have been delegated to the new Coun- 
cil, will be used, though there is considerable 
promise in the ‘proposed constitution of the 
how body that it will conduct Its business 
having the best interests of Shanghai con- 
tinually at heart, 

“The absence of amendments (o the various 
resolutions which were proposed yesterday 
afternoon means that the Municipal Orchestra 
has at least another year's existence before i. 
Teis astonishing, considering all the agitation 
that has raged over that organization, that 
some stalwart did not make an attempt to 
finish with it once and for all. But after alt 
the flurry’ of controversy has died down, it 
is apparent that the cost of maintaining the 
Orchestra is minute compared with the vast 
‘sums now required to carzy on the admin- 
stration of this city. ‘Those ratepayers. who 
might have led opposition to relention of the 
Orchestra in all probability felt that having 
to swallow a very big camel in the shape 
of the new Budget to strain at the orchestral 
nat ‘would be a somewhat ridiculous pro- 
ceeding. 

Tt is with rogret that the old Council 
system is now seen to pass away. It has 
served its purpose for many years, though 
Taterly it has’ been lear that it was not 
the best-adapted to the changing. conditions. 
It will be part of the duties of the Provi 
sional Couneit to give consideration to some 
new scheme likely to provide a more satis- 
factory systom of government than is possible 
‘under’ existing conditions and the provisions 
fof the Eand Hegulations. What shape it wilt 
fake remains to be seen, and those who will 
be charged with evolving stich a scheme are 
not to be envied their job. ‘Their main aifi- 
‘culty will be fo dovise a system best caleul- 
ated to mect the desires of so many different 
peoples, in this international community, who 
Ihave such widely-diftering municipal concepts. 
‘That will not be easy, but, if the taste is 
approached with good ‘will all round, there 
appears to be no reason why this dificilt 
problem should not be solved.

every month, and, while one or two still 
seem to be in the offing, the real health of| 
the fund is to he ascertained by the steady. 
contributions of the average Briton. Con- 
siderable changes in the cost of living have’ 
laken place sinee the Fund was first launched | 
und the strain upon the purses of some has 
become greater. Nevertheless the duty of] 
loyal Britons in China is clear. Tt is in= 
cumbent upon them to make sure that the| 
high levels which have been set shall be| 
maintained, and if that requires more self 
sacrifice that will have to be endured. The 
people at home are sticking it, and Britons’ 
‘out here should not fail to follow their 
example. 

‘Another pleasing feature was the publica 
‘on of a letter from a Shanghai resident now| 
in Britain reporting that he had seen an| 
ambulance carrying the legend “Presented bs 
the Central British War Fund, Shanghai 
‘That letter, it might be remarked incidentally, 
is just as'real as’ those others over which 
the local Lords Hel-ho and Hee Haw have 
been good enough to express some doubt. 
‘This tangible ovidence of the result of con- 
tributions to the Central British War Fund | 
eerves to bring home to subscribers the real 
effect which their gifts are producing. That} 
ambulance represents the works of mercy| 
which have been made possible by the money 
which has been sent home from China, not| 
only for ambulances but also for the assist~ 
‘ance of air-raid victims, and those other good 
deeds for which the Lord Mayor of London 
originally opened his fund. In addition to| 
that the Central British War Fund also sees 
that various comforts reach H. M. Forces, 
so that if the Voluntary War ‘Contribution | 
Fund satisfies the combative instinct of those 
who regret inability to take a more active 
part in defeating the Germans, the Central] 
British War Fund appeals to the humanities. 
‘The latter is also worthy of the uimost sup- 
port, 

‘There remains the War Savings Association, 
‘Here oleven hundred savers have put to- 
gether getting on for £50,000 to be lent to 
the Government. ‘The ‘number helping] 
in this cause “should surely be ine 
ereased, ‘Those who feel they cannot give 
should see that they are represented on tt 
books of the War Savings Association. It 
does not matter how small the monthly: 
savings of the individual may be. ‘They all 
go to swell the streams of money which are 
‘lowing to Great Britain from Britons all over 
the world, and those who are deterred because | 
of tho smallness of their effort, should be 
yominded of the tragic sequel to the loss 
of the shoe for the suke of a nail. 

Up to the present Britons throughout China 
have subscribed to the three organizations: 
very nearly £250,000. Turned into. dollars, 
for it must be remembered that the majority 
of Britons in China carn their living in that 
currency, the total is a formidable one. It 
must continue to remain formidable. Tt must 
be increased if that is at all possible. Tt is 
imperative that Britons in China ‘should 
voluntarily discipline themselves along the 
Tines. which have been imposed upon the 
people at home through the decisions of 
Parliament. ‘Those, who are not permitted 
to share with their fellows the heat and 
burden of these days, can at least do thelr 
utmost to assist their endurance. From China 
that can in the main only be done by money, 
and the two funds and the association are 
sure means of scoing that that money is put. 
to the best possible use,—for no use could 
possibly be better than that of ensuring the 
ultimate defeat of the enemy. 



































RETALIATE !

‘This latest air-raid on London, reported to 
have been the heaviest of this war, is merely 
‘mother example of the obscene methods with 
which the Germans fight, They appear to 
have used the whole of their bombing 
strength, available for an attack on various 
points in Great Britain, in one concentrated 
onslaught upon London, which suffered under 
series of raids losting for over eight hours. 
‘There was not the slightest pretence of striv- 
ing to hit military objectives, unless. the 
inillinery establishments of Kensington-High 
Slreet can be classified under that heading. 
‘According to the German high command this 
‘aid was in retaliation for that on Berlin on 
the night of April 9-10. The time is surely 
coming when the British authorities will have 
{o depart from their policy of bombing only 
military objectives, ‘and’ embark upon a, 
system of thorough-going reprisals in order: 
to-show the Munnish leaders of the Germans 

<that Wholesale bombing is a thing at which 
other people besides themselves can play. 
‘That may not be until Britain .has even 
greater strength in the air than she has at 


the present moment, but it is hoped that the 
time is not far distant when it will be possible 
to continue with the bombing of military 
objectives and treat some of the German 
towns.and cities to a little of the medicine| 
Which has been handed out over Great 
Britain, 

‘Mr. Churchill has promised that the turn| 
‘of the Germans shall come, and the people 
of Great Britain cannot be blamed if they 
insist at some future time that the promise 
shall be honoured with all that it may mean 
for the Germans, soldiers and civilians alike. 
Up to the present there has been a very 
strong fecling in Great Britain against re~ 
tallatory raids, which has been reinforced by 
the opinion that it is better for the present 
to restrict the activities of the RAF. to 
dealing with those German centres most 
energetic in providing the wherewithal with| 
which Germany carries on the war. But it 
is now apparent, and has been since the 
wieked bombing’ of defenceless Rotterdam, 
that the Germans are entitled to no con~ 
sideration whatever, and that if they are still 
‘convinced that the ‘moral of the British can 
be affected by such conduct, the time is 
surely coming when the British might with] 
‘eomplete justice embark upon an attempt 
to discover exactly how the German popula 
tion, already affected by a low standard of 
nutrition for the last elght years, can stand 
up under the same pounding, 

‘What has happened in so many British 
cities and towns is a complete answer to 
the sentimentalists who would still argue that 
Britain will best be served by refraining from 
copying German methods. But a time does 
come when beastliness must be answered 
with beastliness, especially when it is origin 
‘ally indulged in by people who understand’ 
no other language. That time it is believed’ 
is rapidly approaching. As it comes the’ 
means for doing so are quickly increasing, 
and at the appropriate moment they should’ 
be used. It is to'be expected that during 
the next six months, upon which Hitler now’ 
appears to have staked his all in an attempt’ 
to foree an early victory, the world will 
witness more and more wanton brutality. 
‘The destruction of Belgrade, declared an open 
city, is but another example of his methods. 
It is idle now to contend that Great Britain 
‘should continue to observe the canons of, 
decency when in fact doing so places her at 
a definite disadvantage. What is wanted is| 
that blow shall be returned for blow, no 
matter what shape that blow may take, that 
if residential areas of London are laid waste, 
similar districts in German cities shall meet 
the same fate. This war is a German war 
of revenge. Hitler has made that quite plain. 
It is for purposes of revenge, just as much 
as for his alleged military reasons, that for 
all these months past he has carried the ait 
war against the civilian British populace. He 
must be taught that such methods do not pay. 
Unfortunately that lesson will have to be 
demonstrated upon the bodies of German 
civilians. It is they who will have to suffer, 
and, no matter how hard it may seem, British 
determination to exact full punishment for 
the overwhelming crimes of the German 
leader must not be allowed to be dominated 
bby any sickly sentimentality. 











SUNDAY THEATRES 
Aprit 19. 

DORA. seems to be more intelligently 
administered in this war than it was during 
the last, and one of the most striking ex- 
Jamples of that fact is the announcement by 
‘Mr. Herbert Morrison, Home Secretary, to- 
wards the end of February, that a regulation 
was to be made enabling licensing authorities 
to authorize the opening of rnusic-halls and. 
theatres on Sundays. The statement was 
greeted with cheers in the House of Commons. 
Local authorities had already been equipped 
with powers to adopt a simplified procedure 
authorizing the Sunday opening of cinemas 
in areas where large numbers of troops are 
stationed, and a further proposition was un- 
der consideration for the extension of the 
same facilities to industrial areas where the 
‘workers have Uttle opportunity of amuse- 
ment during the week. Now the theatre and 
the musie-hall are to be entitled to the same| 
privilege as the cinemas and on apparent 
injustice has been removed. This vill not 
‘mean that actors and actresses will have to 
‘work seven days a week, but that some other 
day than Sunday will ‘be chosen for their 
day of rest—possibly Monday, or Tuesday 
which are notorious in the theatre world as 
bad booking days. 

There is one unfortunate feature of the 
‘scheme and that is that the discretion as to 
whether these places of entertainment shall 
‘be opened in certain districts is left to the 
Jocal authorities, presumably magistrates sitt- 
ing in petty session. ‘Those who have watched 
the vagaries of the great unpaid when dealing. 
‘with licensing matters will agree that this may 
prove to be unfortunate, for a great deal de- 
pends upon the personal attitude of these 
fauthorities towards such questions: as Sun- 
[day entertainment, which in some cases may 
jdeny people sadly in need on Sundays of 
‘that recreation which they are unable to ob- 
{tain on other days of the week. The opera- 
tion of what is commonly termed the “non- 
[conformist conscience” is in some districts 








even now rather more powerful amongst 
justices of the peace than the expressed needs 


lof the people, and there are still magistrates! 
who are perfectly convinced that they know] 
the needs of the people better than do the 
people themselves. 

The view of the Government appears to be 
that the Licensing authorities, on the repre- 
sentation of the local authority in places where | 
the presence of troops, or changed industrial 
conditions create a special need, may issue] 
such licences permitting the opening of places 
of entertainment on Sundays, and the only) 
fly in the ointment may prove to be the 
idiosyncrasies of the local magistrates. Un- 
doubtedly those who have for generations 
past been slowly Aghting a rearguard action 
against the secularization of the Sabbath will 
doubtless be opposed to this wartime mea- 
sure. There is, however, much to be said in 
its favour, not the least of which is the fact 
that large numbers of men and industrial 
workers are working harder now than ever 
before. ‘Their leisure is in consequence very 
‘considerably restricted, and it is only fitting 
that they should, if they want it, have access 
to the lighter side of life as a relief from the 
high tension under which so many of them’ 
work for six days a week. 

One thing which may serve to prevent un~ 
casiness on the part of church authorities is| 
‘the statement by Mr. Morrison that no doubt 
the local authorities would keep in mind the 
necessity of seeing that such amusement} 
times on Sundays did not clash with the) 
morning church services. ‘That is of course 
‘quite in keeping with the proper observance 
of the day, while in the case of music-halls 
‘and theatres their times are generally such as, 





not to conflict even with evening services, 
unless of course they are permitted to stage 
matinees. On the whole the Government 
‘appears to have approached a difficult subject 
with an open, liberal frame of mind. Doubt- 
less there will be some heartburnings, but 
the fact is that Great Britain is at war, and 
the lives of her people have to be adapted to 
the changed conditions which have thus been 
brought about. It is more than likely that, 
when the war is brought to an end, the old 
customs with regard to public entertainment 
‘will again be revived, and it will be as well 
for those who feel any anxiety over the mat- 
ter to remember that possibility. They can 
also at least work towards sceing that that 
shall become an accomplished fact, 





THE NOISE NUISANCE 
Aprit 21. 

‘The meeting last week between representa~ 
tives of the police of the International Set- 
tlement, and the French concession, and of 
the various local hire car garages to con- 
sider the inauguration of a Anti-Horn Nuis 
ance Campaign, suggests that at long last 
something is to be done about an evil which 
has been a veritable scandal for years past, 
But there is some anxiety concerning whe- 
ther the problem is being approached from 
the correct angle, Judging from what trans~ 
pired at the meeting, the authorities appear 
to be more concerned with reducing the 
volume of sound from motor horns rather 
than work towards a more proper use of 
thom. At least three suggestions have been 
put forward controlling the amount of noise 
@ horn can make, and they are good so far 
'as they go. ‘The’ uncomfortable fact of un- 
necessary noise will still be with Shanghai, 
though the authorities apparently contemplate 
reducing its dimensions to about those of the 
‘servant gil's baby—“Only a little one, mum.” 

Anyone living in the Central District can 
bear testimony to the huge amount of un- 
‘necessary noise in which chauffeurs and-other 
drivers so casually indulge. Horns are 
‘blown in an endeavour to speed the traffic 
‘constables in the execution of their duty. 
Some drivers, and there are far too many 
fot them, seem to believe that with their 
thumb on the horn button it is possible to 
force their way through the congested streets 
of this part of the city. Others use the same 
contrivance to signal their approach to their 
oMices, and there is every reason to believe 
that many a Chinese chauffeur is guilty 
merely because he revels in noise. Reduc- 
tion of, the noisc-making capacity of locally 
used horns undoubtedly does offer some 
prospect of relict, but it most certainly does 
not go to the root of the evil. Some twenty 
‘or so years ago a local resident imported a 
car fitied with a musical horn which emitted 
three notes when used. Being somewhat 
unusual the authorities forbade it being 
utilized. Nowadays many cars are fitted with 
‘a horn the stridency of the note of which 
is the main basis for complaint. These are 
‘apparently to be adapted to make less noise. 
But what of the chauffeur who does not be- 
Tieve he is driving a car unless he is making, 
all the noise he can? 

‘The question, therefore, is not merely the] 
type of horn which is becoming all too com- 
mon, but the general and widespread misuse 
lot these warning contrivances. Here a cam~= 
aign of education may do a great deal. It 
hhas, however, to be education of the right 
sort. If all that fs intended, is but gentle 
suasion of the kind suggested in connection 
‘with a proposed antj-spitting campaign, then 
it may as well be sald at once, that it is not 
likely to be productive of much success. ‘The 
suggestion is made that an announcement 











‘should be issued by the authorities concerned 
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that, as from a certain date, they will take 
such action as may seem to them desirable 
against all and sundry indulging in improper 
use of the motor horn, whether its nolse- 
making capabilities have been reduced or 
not. Whether that should take the form’ of 
court-proceedings must be for the authori- 
ties to decide, but it is quite clear that they 
have in the licensing system an adequate 
means of maintaining control over unruly 
chauffeurs and other drivers, 

‘The knoweldge that the authorities would 
use the powers at thelr disposal to produce 
results should.also encourage the public at 
large to cooperate. The public can play a 
big part in bringing about this much-needed 
reform, but it is unlikely to do, so unless it 
is convinced that the authorities of the Set- 
tement and the French Concession are de- 
termined to make every use of the ‘powers, 
which they have, in correcting the present 
bad state of affairs. What is wanted, then, 
is the knowledge that sanctions will bo ay 
plied against all those offenders who make 
Shanghai's day and night hideous with so 
much unnecessary clangour. Posters, radio 
‘talks and the like are all very well, but they 
fare soon forgotten. A campaign which in- 
‘tilled into would-be offenders the fact that, 
should they persist in their evil ways, they 
will be punished is likely to be far more 
‘effective, and if the authorities impressed 
upon the guilty their determination to see 
that their orders are obeyed they would be 
in a better position to succeed than by the 
adoption of any half-hearted measures which 
are neither one thing nor the other, 














BRITAIN’S WARNING 
Aprit 21. 

Early last week it was reported that the 
Pope had addressed a formal appeal to the 
‘Yugoslav Government asking that Rome 
should be spared from bombing. If the 
‘Yugoslav Government ever gave any reply to 
that request its nature has not been revealed, 
but it is comforting to note that the British 
Government has told Rome exactly where it 
stands in this matter of bombing, and that if 
either Athens or Cairo are bombed, whether 
by Italians or Germans, Rome also shall suf- 
fer, though the greatest care would be taken to 
avoid damage to the Vatican City. A demand 
for the bombing of Romo has been made 
lin many quarters in Britain of recent weeks, 
and in answer to a question in the House of 
‘Commons, Sir Archibald Sinclair, Secretary 
of State for Air, stated that the Italian capital 
had not yet been bombed, but that it did in 
fact contain military objectives which would 
justify such an attack, The latter halt of 
that reply has been apparent throughout the 
war, Any city, or that part of it which 
/houses the Government of an enemy country 
is in fact a true military objective, and Great 
Britain would be acting perfectly correctly 
if she decided to attack the governmental 
centres in Rome, 

Obviously what Mussolini is doing at the 
present time is to conduct his war from be- 
hind the skirts of the Papacy, for it is the 
Vatican ‘and its incorporation into Rome 
which up to the present has given that 
immunity from altack which he enjoys. 
‘One of the best means of ensuring the 
safety of the ancient monuments of Rome 
would have been for the Italia Gov- 
ernment {o have temporarily evacuated the 
capital, but the advantages of close prox- 
imity to the Vatican are so apparent that 
‘Mussolini cannot be expected voluntarily to 
relinquish them. ‘Those advantages are now 
clearly stated to be conditional. If either 
the Germans or the Italians strike at Athens, 
or Cairo, Rome must pay the penalty, ‘The 
British Government has, simultaneously with 
the announcement of its decision in this mat- 
ter, revealed an ingenious scheme on the 
part of the Ialian Government to drop cap- 
tured British bombs on the Vatican in the 
event of a raid on Rome, 

Quite obviously the bombing of the Vatican 
City would have severe repercussions 
throughout the whole of the Roman Catholic 
‘world, most of which would be extremely 
painful. Here, then, is a pretty ploce of 
blackmail on the part of the Italian Govern- 
‘ment to secure its own safety, Should secular 
Rome be bombed, Mussolini will bomb the 
Vatican with British bombs in an endeavour 
to persuade the world that the British are 
making war on Roman Catholicism. ‘The fact 
is that the Holy City is being used as a 
pawn by Mussolini to secure protection for 
himself and his Government which in other 
circumstances they would not have, Ex- 
posure of the scheme at this juncture should 
serve to discount ‘its effectiveness, should at- 
tacks on Athens and Cairo lead to the British, 
taking retaliatory action which has now been 
promised, and prevent the story which Mus- 
solini contemplates putting about gaining 
‘that credence which it stood in good chance 
of obtaining had the British Government not 
made its discovery when it did. It is better 
to expose a possible lie beforehand than to 
have to depend upon denials after the event. 

The terms of the British threat in. this 
jconnection are representative of the force- 
fulness and courage of the. Prime Ministe1 
He threatens no halt measures. Should the 
conduct of the enemy oblige the British alr 
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force to embark upon the bombardment of 
Rome, once it has started it will be continued 

= to the end of hostilities, ‘There are those 
who profess to find in the existence of so 
many historical and artistic monuments in 
Rome a real reason why the city should be 
spared in any event, But are not the his- 
torical and holy places in Great Britain 
equally dear to those people who sce them 
Imperilled daily, and of which so many have 
already been destroyed? Are not West 
minster Abbey, St. Paul's and Canterbury 
Cathedrals just as dear to the people of the 
British Empire as those similar edifices in 
the capitals of the enemy? ‘The conclusion 
to be drawn is that if Mussolini and Hitler 
behave themselves Rome will be given sin~ 
gularly favourable treatment, which in fact 
it has no great right to expect, But if any- 
thing does happen to the city, the enemy will 
have only themselves to blame. 








HEROISM IN BALKANS 
Aprit 22, 
‘There can be no doubt that the message 
King George of Greece to his people will be 
greeted with a heroic response, ‘The vicis- 
situdes through which the country ‘has passed 
since the wanton invasion of its frontiers by 
‘Mussolini form one of the worst trials any 
small nation has been required to go through 
in defence of the ideals of freedom and in- 
dependence. They will fight to the end, and all 
will pray that that end, in spite of the force 
which is now being brought to bear, may 
be reached without a gallant people going 
through the ordeals at present being experi- 
enced by countries which have already been 
overrun by the Nazis. No matter what hap- 
pens in the course of the next few weeks, 
the Greeks have won undying glory and have 
earned the gratitude of all freedom-loving 
peoples. So, in a different degree, have the 
Yugoslavs. ‘The decision of King Peter's 
wovernment not to implement the pact signed 
with the Axis Powers by the former Yugoslav 
government needed more than mere courage. 
It called for willingness to sacrifice every- 
thing, if necessary, for the ultimate preserva~ 
tion of those ideals which have throughout 
the ages been man’s inspiration to progress. 
Mr. Winston Churchill hit the nail on the 
head with his usual force and accuracy when 
he described Yugoslavia's action as “finding 
her soul.” He, just as fully as General 
Simovich, must have understood that the 
defence of Yugoslavia was an almost im~ 
possible task, And it is not improbable that 
he had in his mind when he spoke before 
the House of Commons, that Scriptural ques- 
tion: “What shall it profit a man if he gain the 
‘whole world and lose his own soul?” 
In the case of Greece there was never for 
‘a moment a question of losing her soul, The 
resolution displayed at the time of Mussolini's 
challenge by the King and his then Prime 
Minister, General Metaxas—the two men who 
vealised ‘as long ago as 1935 that the country 
must be prepared for aggression—has been 
superbly backed by the Greek people. First 
‘came the victories which chased the Italians 
out of the country and carxied the vietorious 
‘Greek army deep info Albania at a season 
of the year when fighting was most difficult, 
And it is certain that Greece would have 
scored a signal victory over Italy had not 
Hitler come to the aid of his weak partner 
in a nick of time, ‘Then came the wonder- 
ful resistance to the Germans, the difficulties 
of which were greatly increased by the speed 
of the Yugoslav collapse. With the assist 
ance of British and Imperial troops and 
mechanized weapons, the so-called invinetble 
Nazi war machine has in reality been de- 
feated, ‘The bubble of its invincibility has 
been pricked. It is true that the Greeks and 
the British have been foreed back by an 
overwhelming weight of numbers and tanks. 
But all along the wide front from the Aegean 
to the Adriatic not once has their line been 
pierced, If that line can continue to hold, 
and its defenders continue to inflict upon the 
Germans the enormous casualties the at- 
tackers are suffering, then the withdrawal of 
the defenders from ‘one position to another 
need catise no alarm. ‘The best troops that 
Germany can put into the field are being 
mowed down in waves, ‘These are the men 
whom Hitler has inspired with, something of 
his own’ fanaticism, the younger men in 
‘whom the poison of Nazism had not the anti- 
dote of experience and the ability to think 
for oneself. Their loss to the Nazi cause 
will be serious, : 
‘The new Cabinet King George has appoint- 
ed has a difficult task in front of it, But 
they have a united and disciplined people 
behind them, ‘There have been no accounts 
of mass slaughter of civilians due to mis- 
management, ‘The Greek withdrawal, and 
that of the British beside them, has’ been 
orderly and every foot of his gains has cost 
the Nazi dearly, From several points of 
view, the Greek and British lines should be 
strengthened by being shortened, Strong 
ines of defence have had to be abandoned, 
but there still remain other strong lines, The 
Germans can hope for no rout unless they 
can break through at any point in such force 
‘that a counter-attack cannot drive them back 
again, So far, though they boasted some 
days ago that’ the British would bé chased 
off the European continent within twenty-

four hours, they have not managed to break 
through, They are striving their utmost and 
taxing the defence seriously.

‘The fact that Herr Hitler celebrated his 
‘ifiy-seeond birthday on Sunday would 
normally have passed practically unnoticed 
by those who fully recognize that it is un- 
fortunate for the world at large that such 
an anniversary ever came to be observed. 
Tt is doubtful whether any one man has 
eaused so much misery as he has, save per- 
haps Attila the leader of the Huns.

Even supposing the Germans are able to 
drive the British out of Greece,—and if they 
do succeed in doing so they will have done 
it at enormous cost to themselves,—it will 
‘amount to nothing in the nature of a catas-| 
ttophe, though it would be a serious reverse. 

‘Against overwhelmingly numerical super- 
fority the Greeks and a British force, whleh 
cannot be more than’ one-twelfth of the 
{otal strength of the armies ‘which Great] 
Britain has called to the colours, have suc- 
ceeded in demonstrating that the German 
army can be met and held, and that deter- 
mined ‘men fully equipped ‘ean give the le 
fo the German fable of invincibility. "That 
has now been clearly shown in Greece, and 
it the British detachment which was hurried 
to the assistance of the Greeks is eventually 
forced to withdraw to speak of it as a “virtual 
military catastrophe” Is merely to give an- 
other example of the manner in which the 
enemy are obliged to magnify thelr successes, 
particularly for home consumption. The fact 
of the matter is that even now the Germans| 
have not met the full strength of Britain, 
and the feats of the British in Greece give 
ood promise of: successful result when the’ 
reat clash comes, 

Rome radio, broadcasting birthday greet-

Herr Hitler ts no doubt one of the greatest

Its apparent that Benito could not possibly 
allow Adolf to get away with all the kudos, 
‘and while Rome could not claim Mussolini 
fas a great military leader in the light of all 
that has happened to the Italian armies, there 
‘was a bare chance of his being able to get 
away with a Tittle eredit on the civil side of 
hls administration. ‘There may be something 
reat about “Hitler even it it is only his 
huisanee value, but that anything of that! 
Quality attaches to Mussolini may be doubted. 
Had he been able to rest on his domestic 
achievements up to the time he foolishly 
mnistimed his entrance into this ‘war, Mus- 
solint might have gone down in history with 
some glory attached to his name. A. man's 
career has to be judged as a-whole and the 
distress and suffering Mussolin! has inflicted 
‘upon his own people to satisfy an over- 
‘Weening ambition, the inglorious defeats 
‘which the Talians have sulfered owing to his| 
Tack of real military knowledge stamp him 
for the pinchbeck Caesar the world now! 
knows him to be. 

Tn the first sixteen years of his ascendancy 
‘Mussolini undoubtedly did big things for his 
people, but his actions during the past year 
completely offset his earlier achievements. 
‘The fact is that from what might have been 
‘an equal partnership in the Axis—though it 
is to be doubted whether Hitler ever really’ 
cast him in that r6le—Ttaly, owing to Ger- 
man penetration, and the necessity for Ger- 
man military assistance, {s just as much an 
appanage of the Reich for the moment as is 
any other country which Hitler has overrun. 
Mussolint cuts no finer a figure than any 
other Quisling, if as fine, for Quisling des- 
‘eehded from no such high eminence as that 
from which Mussolint has been foreed to 
come down. Greatness is, therefore, a mis- 
homer as applied to Mussolini, whether as a 
statesman or military genius, and the prob- 
ability is that history» will’ merely regard 
hhim as notorious, 





A WISE VIEW

Coming as it has on the eve of Mr. Yosuke 
Matsuoka's return to Tokyo from his Euro- 
pean trip the comment of Mr. Takanobu 
‘Murobuse, an eminent Tokyo political com- 
‘mentator upon the necessity for quickly end- 
ing the China Incident is interesting and im- 





portant. In the course of a forum held un- 
‘der: the auspices of the newspaper “Miyako,” 





Mr, Murobuse contended that any Cabinet 
which had no confidence that it could dispose 
Jof China hostilities successfully had better 
lissolve itself quickly, warning Japan not to 
iepend in any degree on the unseen results 
of the European war" as at present there 
was no telling which side would win in the 
Jong run. The general conclusion of Mr. 
Murobuse's comment was to the effect that 
the- disposal of the war in China should take 
Drecedence over any attempts to advance 
southward, or create a “Greater East Asia 
[Co-prosperity Sphere"—whatever that may 
mean, ‘There is probably much in that which 
[will commend itself to those Japanese circles 
which during the past four years have slowly 
been brought to the realization that there 
now exists the grave danger of a very large 
[section of the Japanese army being bogged 
down in this country indefinitely, but whe- 
‘ther there can arise any Japanese Cabinet 
‘capable of giving the coup de grace to what 
Mr, Murobuse calls the “dying Chungking 
régime ” is something which only the future 
jean reveal. 


What from a European point of view is 
more significant is the warning to Japan not 
to consider the result of the European war 
‘a foregone conclusion in Germany's favour, 
for that has for some time past been the 
trend amongst the extremists at present con- 
trolling the Japanese Government. It is 
necessary, when considering the European 
war, and its possible reactions in the Far 
East, to bear in mind the last war. It is true 
that ‘conditions are vastly different from what 
they were twenty-seven years ago, and that 
Great Britain faces a definitely more difficult 
problem, but st would be rash indeed for any 
nation to think that because in the course 
fof the ups and downs of war, Britain is 
passing through one of the latter, that that 
‘any guarantee of an ultimate victory for 
Germany. The history of the last war shows 
practically four years of military defeat for 
the Allies, in France, the Dardanelles and 
in Mesopotamia, followed by a victorious 
three months which brought about the com- 

plete collapse of the German nation. It is 
the full determination of the British that this 
war shall not end until a similar fate has 
‘befallen German arms, and reverses now only 
‘serve to reinforce that determination, Hitler 
has still to devise some means of striking a 
knock-out blow against Great Britain, and 
the fact that he has not up to the present 
attempted to do s0, even though she was wide 
‘open to such an’ attack subsequent to the 
withdrawal at Dunkirk, suggests that he is 
finding it increasingly difficult. 

If he is banking his all on the blockade of 
Great Britain, there is sufficient evidence to 
show that in'the long run that will be de- 
feated. The German claims of the damage 
done to British shipping have been shown 
to be so preposterous as to suggest Hitler is 
whistling to keep the courage of his people 
up. That damage is being done it would be 
idle to deny, but that it is proceeding at a 
sufficient rate to bring about the downfall of 
Britain before the stream of material from 
the United States reaches full flow is doubt- 
ful in the extreme. It follows then that that 
‘school of thought in Japan which would seek 
to plunge that country into war on the side 
‘of the Axis will in all probability be doing 
it the greatest disservice should it succeed 
in doing so, Mr, Murobuse suggests in fact 
that Japan should get on with her own affairs 
in the Far East instead of paying too much 
attention to what is going on in Europe, to 
‘keep free from entanglements elsewhere, and 
to postpone grandiose schemes of territorial 
extension until she has brought an end to 
the hostilities in China, The suggestion is 
that Japan already has her hands more than 

i, and to enter into fresh engagements 
either on her own account, or that of Ger- 
many and Italy would be in the circum- 
stances the height of imprudence. It may be 
that, despite all his flamboyance of recent 
days, Mr, Matsuoka may also have arrived at 
the same conclusion as a result of his visits 
to Berlin and Rome,

‘The Japanese, as people have been 
told 50 often, have been fighting in 
China during’ 3% years for the sole 
purpose of conferring on the Chinese 
eople the great benefits of the "new 
order,” with its marvellous new and 
perfectly original ideas, which we of 
the antiquated and decadent Demo- 
eracies are quite unable to appreciate, 
It 4s therefore very strange that in 
thelr military stratesy the Japanese 
should have gone right back to the 
‘days of Chin Shih-huangti, who ‘built 
the Great Wall about 2.000 odd’ years 
ago. 

It appears that, in order to: protect 
the Kin-Han Railay line against the 
constant attacks by guerillas, some 
great mind in the Japanese army hit 
‘on the brilliant, though, as T have in= 
dleated, seareely original, idea of 
Duilding ‘two parallel trenches on 
either “side of the line, These 
trenches are said to run from the 
south of Peiping right down to Sin- 
slang Jn northern Honan, a distance of 
some 650 Ikm., without any inter= 
ruption, 


Slight Exaggeration 

‘They run about 100 yards away: 
from the line, are about ‘twelve fect 
deep and wide, and have crossings 
only at very rare intervals, which are 
sald to be guarded by Japanese 
soldiers or Chinese police. ‘This won 
derful strategic work, which has been 
constructed by the forced labour of 
the population from villages. adjoin- 
ing the line on either side, is how x 
ported to be completed, ‘The Japan- 
ee press refers to it as the “Long 
"Trench" and proudly compares it to 
the great historle works of the past, 
such as the Great Wall of China of 
the Grand Canal; though as it is sald 
to have taken only three months to 
construct, the claim would seem to be 
1 slight -exaggeration. 

‘The idea of this trench system is 
‘2 double one, military and economic, 
Tn the first case, it is meant to cut 
off the guerilla bands operating in the 
opel plains to the west of the rail- 
way from their main body in the hills 
‘on the east side, In the second, It is 
hoped to effect an economic blockade 
of those hills, and prevent any goods 
reaching the Eighth Route Army who, 
despite all the mopping-up operations, 
still reign supreme there. 


Long Trench Not Completed 

But as s0 often during this eonflet 
in China, Japanese theories fail. to 
come up to practice. From what 
‘Chinese returning trom those parts! 
have to tell, the Long ‘Trench ts by 
Ro means completed, nor ever likely 
to be. ‘The unfortunate villagers, 
who during the day have been forced 
to dig out the trench by the Japan 
ese, re made to fll it in gain at 
night by the guerillas, “Their work, 
at any rate, is never done, Nor, even 
where. completed, is it of much use 
as any kind of barrier. If the 
tronches stop anyone at all, thes only 
do so in the daytime. 

‘At night the majority of the cross- 
ings remain unguarded. AL the ap- 
proach of dark the Japanese retire to 
their rallway bloekhouses telling the 
‘Chinese to call them, if there is any 
sign of trouble, And the Chinese 
police then retire Into the nearest 
walled town oF village. In any ease, 
the guerillas have no dimeulty in 
sloping off the sides of the trench in 
‘very short time and elimbing into| 
and out of it ‘without any undue 
exertion. 

‘The Long Trench, however, does 
have certain military advantages, if 
perhaps not of the kind that were ex- 
pected. For in the otherwise open 
plain it provides ideal cover for any 
sniper who feels inclined to take a 
pot-shot at a passing train. And the 
railway people have been complaining 
that the trains have been having a 
worse time than ever since the 
trenches were constructed.

Property Troubles 
In Kuling 


By A Kutmmo Comesronorer 


‘During the change-over when the 
‘Jupanese Army’ took possession of 
the Kuling range the Deed, Books 
relating to property on the Hill were 
clther destroyed or lost. ‘This was 
‘a calamity for the conquerors as most 
of the property was held by ‘Third 
Forty Nationals, and the subject of 
diplomatle presture. ‘The Directory 
‘of owners was falrly up-to-date, and 
fo folk generally a fair proof of 
ownership, But in two or three ease 
it'was not clear whether the owner 
‘was Chinese of foreign, 

Questionnaires som out were an- 
swered, but regarded with suspicion. 
‘Thon owners were requested to send 
either thelr “deeds or photostatic 
copies of them to the Japanese Im- 
perlal Military ‘Liaison Office to com- 
pile a new register, That was over 
‘2 year ago, and the process has been 
folng on ‘ever since, Among the 
OimMeulties were the absence of own 
fers, often without agents on Kuling, 
fond ‘sometimes without the deeds. 
‘Whiet had been lost. 





Registration Difficulties 


In one caso a British owner was 
registered as an American, With this 
fexeeption ‘and. one or two others, 
Whose addresses are uncertain, the 
British ‘property has now been re- 
glstered "and. certificates Issued by 
the Liaison Office as proof thereof. 
Americans have been less fortunate. 
‘Thore Is not a single American on 
the hill, and many of the American 
‘owners ‘nave no local representatives 
to act for them, 

Steps are beliyg taken to clear this 
up, with the help of the American 
Consul and some representative, pos- 
sibly. from Kiukiang, where the 
‘Standard Vacuum Ol” Co, stil) has 
its agent. Many of the houses have 
been shamefully looted. Chinese 
property is being registered by the 
Local Pacifieation Bureau. Of course 
all Chinese Government and Customs 
property was taken over by the 
Tapanese "authorities soon after 
‘arrival, but other Chinese residents 
living ‘in their own touses are for 
the most part not disturbed. 


Contribution to War Fund 


‘A. sum of $280 has boon sent to the 
British Red Cross Fund, to relieve 
distress and at the same time as a 
thank-offering for the quiet restfulness 
here, The fortunes of the War-are 
followed daily, A daily radio nows 
sheet, that has been functioning for 
over three years, takes the place of 
deily papers, which do not arrive for 
a few days’ after publication. The 
Post Omice is now running quite roa~ 
sonably to time. All classes of malt 
matter come through, though report 
says that senders of parcels have 
considerable trouble to meet the re- 
‘gulations, ‘The hospital still continues 
ils ood work but patients are most- 
ly refugees tunable to poy anything. 
‘The Walter E. Libby Memorial Pund 
hus provided for indigent out-patlents, 
{ind the International Red Cross is 
hhelping with refugee in-patients, but 
finance is very diticult, 

‘Trade is at a standstill and no 
foods are available, Even Japanese 
‘shops have closed down, Rico ix 
‘scarce at $00 a tan. Poverty abounds, 
With the help of the American Ad- 
visory Commitice relief is given 
the helpless. but it only touches the 
fringe. Spring is supplying green 
sluff, which helps, Meanwhile the 
valley is lovely .with spring Mowers.

‘The annual meeting was one of the brie- 
fest in the annals of the history of the Shanghai Municipal Coun- 
cll, the proceedings terminating at 3.30 pm. despite the fact that 
almost half of the time was taken with the special meeting, which 


immediately preceded the annual affair.

Ranald McDonald, local barrister-at-law, addressed the gathering 
at what he called “'the most solemn and momentous question with,

After the Chairman had announced 
that the vending of the formal notice 
convening the meeting would be di 
pensed "with and be taken a» read, 
Raving been. published in the Munl- 
cipal Gazette, he proceeded to move 
Resolution 2 of the Special Meeting:

Seizure Foiled

‘Timely arrival of SMP. olliciats 
put an end to an attempt made by 
party of Japanese gendarmes and 
‘ofiicials of the Nanking Government 
to take over the offices of Chinese 
Ratepayers’ Association at the Bank- 
es Gulld in Hongkong Road at about 
$030 am. yesterday. 

Expecting this movement, the police 

detailed two foreign detectives from 
Central police station, together with, 
three Chinese constables to guard the 
office. A few minutes after their ar~ 
val there, the bailding was visited 
‘by three Japanese gendarmes, 
‘Major Hayashi, and several Chinese. 
‘The latter wanted to break down the 
‘office door, but were refused permis- 
sion by te detectives on duty, who. 
telephoned to the station. A police 
party, headed by Chief Inspector B 
B. Boddy and Detective Inspector R.. 
Molr, arrived at the scene a few 
minutes later. 

‘The number of Japanese gendarmes| 
and Chinese offélais was increased 
‘by the arrival of about fifteen men 
In three ears. Another call was made 
fo Police Headquarters and Assistant 
‘Commissioner G. J. Bennett rushed 
to Hongkong Road, and after talking. 
with the Japanese, telephoned to: 
Deputy Commissioner T. Robertson to 
‘ask for advice as to. whether he: 
should allow the Japanese to take 
over the offices of the Chinese Rate- 
payers’ Assoelation. Permission to do| 
0 was not granted by Mr. Robertson. 


“Wrong Impression” 

Negotiations on the spot continued 
and Major Hayashi said that he had 
been given a wrong impression, be- 
Heving that the Ratepayers had no

‘The first superintendent of police 
of the Council received $150 a month 
which was considered too high a re- 
muneration and which later was re- 
duced to $100, the superintendent 
however, receiving an additional $50 
for other work. His deputy was paid 
$15 a month while §20 each was pald 
‘out to 30 policemen, a force which 
was then considered too large, but 
was necessitated by the unsettled 
times.

Chungking Blamed 


For Outrages 


‘Shanghai, Apr. 19. 
‘The following statement was issued 
fo the foreign press yesterday by 
Chow Fuwhai, Minister of Finance of 
the reorganised Chinese National 
Government at Nanking, concerning 
the suspension of the four banks, of 
the Chungking regime in Shanghai: 

“I have already made known on 
repeated occasions what our financial 
policy is, and 1 shall not try to repeat. 
it here. "There is however one thing 
that I would like to make clear here. 
Under the prevailing conditions. in 
China, we must place questions of 
finance above those of polities. We 
must do everything we can to pro- 
mote social welfare and to betler 
the living conditions of the people. 
It polities is allowed to get mixed 
up with problems of finance, an 
crease in the sufferings of the people 
and a deterioration of the social con- 
Aitions will follow as a result. 

“That is why ever since the re- 
turn of the Chinese National Govern 
ment to Nanking. we have not taken 
any steps that might prove detri- 
mental to the banks in Shanghai be- 
Tonging to the Chungking regime. In 
‘our view, the curreney of the Chung- 
King regime is the property of the 
Chinese people. ‘That is why we 
have never attempted to place any 
obstaties in its path, or attempted to 
do anything that would prove harm, 
ful to that currency. ‘The currency, 
Issued by the Centra! Reserve Bank 
of China, has been placed into cir. 
ulation ‘side by side with that of 
the Chungking regime, and their ex- 
change value has been regulated and 
xed. 

“It will thus be seen that our 
Purpose is to stabilize but not to 
disturb the financial conditions, to 
‘maintain but not to upset the finan- 
lal market. 


Careful Policy 


“We have adopted a careful and 
sound financial policy for the cir- 
‘culation of the new national cur- 
Feney. Some of our comrades have 
taken’ us to task for having adopted 
the finaneial measures which in thelr 
view are considered as proving nega- 
tive in results. For Instance, they 
have pointed out the faet that it is 
quite possible for us to compel the 
se of the currency issued by the 
Central Reserve Bank of China by 
the various big firms in Shanghai. 
Some of our comrades have declared 
that they are willing to accept the 
responsibility. of carrying out such 
‘measures. Although T rather appre. 
ciate and admire their enthusiasm, I 
cannot but say that what they have 
advocated does not coincide with the 
sound financial policy 1 have adopted. 
T have therefore firmly but politely. 
fold them that the financial measures 
they have proposed are not accepl- 
able to me. 

“This clearly proves that I am op- 
posed to any set of financial mea- 
sures. the application of which will 
result in upsetting and disturbing 
the financial market. 

“The Chungking regime, on the 
other hand, has applied iteelf to those 
measures which ore causing a gen- 
‘al confusion (o the financial market. 
‘Three of our comrades who worked 
at the Central Reserve Bank of] 
China were killed and two -others 
injured when Chungking terrorists 
broke loose and bombed the pre- 
mises of that bank recently. One of 
them, Comrade Djang Yung-kong. 
was disabled afler the amputation of 
‘one Tog. But that was not enough, 
for an attempt on his life wos made 
shortly aflerwards. No greater 
eruelty could have been inflicted 
upon human beings and none could 
have been to such a ruthless degree. 
After the shooting and bombing in- 
cident involving the Central Reserve 
Bank of China there followed a 
serles of bombing incidents of a 
similar nature involving the local 
offices of the Central Bank of Ching, 
the Bank of China, the Communic 
tions Bank and the Farmers Bank 
of China. 

“Was it not true that until the 
occurrence of these incidents, mem- 
‘bers of the four banks concerned had 
been able to carry on with their 
work in peace? Whether the mem- 
bers of these, banks will hereafter 
bbe able to enjoy: personal safely, whe- 
ther the four ‘banks will evacuate 
from Shanghal and. whether thelr 
withdrawal will cause serious re. 
percussions in the Shanghai financial 
market are questions ‘whieh will 
now invite the Chinese people to 
put to the Chungking regime. “The 
Chungking regime must be held en- 
firely responsible for the con- 
sequences of its own actions. 


Blames Chungking 

“We have never attempted to en- 
danger the lives and personal safely 
of the members of these banks. The 
Chungking regime has by its own 
‘actions placed them in jeopardy. “We 
have no intention of compelling the 
four “Chungking banks to evacuate 
from Shanghai.

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Bodyguard of Gen. 
Loo Ying Killed ' 


‘Shanghai, Apr. 19, 

A bodyguard of General Loo Ying, 
Commissioner of Police of Greater 
Shanghai, was killed and two others 
were seriously wounded in a gun 
battle with members of the French 
police at 2 am. yesterday. 

According to a communiqué issued 
by the French police yesterday, mem~ 
bers of Poste: Foch, while on duty in 
the sector including Route Grouchy, 
where the alfray occurred, were 
advised that several armed criminals 
were at the end of a Jone in that 
street. 

‘The policemen rushed to the scene 
and found themselves in the presence 
‘of several individuals, all well armed. 
‘Taking them for criminals, the police 
officers ordered them to surrender and 
when’ the Chinese. refused to obey, 
the policemen opened fire, 

‘The Chinese, who were later 
identified as General Loo Ying's 
bodyguards, retaliated and a veritable 
batile ensued, with more than fifteen 
shots being fired, ‘Three Chinese were 
hil, one of them fatally, 

Rumours were spread in the city 
yesterday and among them was a re- 
port stating that General Loo Ying 
had been singled out as a vietim of a 
tervoristie attack. ‘The report con- 
tinued that several shots had been 
fired at him as he was driving on 
Route Grouchy in his car, ‘These re- 
ports, however, were proved to be 
groundless, 

French detectives are investigating, 
the ease, for it was believed yesterday 
that the Informer might have pur- 
posely advised the French police of 
the armed men's presence in the lane. 

‘The wounded bodyguards were 
taken to Ste. Marie's Hospital, where 
fone of them succumbed to his wounds, 
while the others were found to be 
seriously injured, 

According to information available 
yesterday, General Loo Ying was 
being entertained by some. frlends 
residing In Route Grouchy. His body'- 
guards had orders to await his return 
‘in the lane and thelr appearance made 
the French police suspicious, 


Protest Expected 
Apr. 20. 

It_was reported yesterday, that 
Mayor Chen Kung-po -was contem- 
plating the lodging of a strong protest 
with the French Municipal Council 
over the killing and: wounding of 
Gen. Loo Ying’s bodyguards on Route 
Grouchy at 2am, on Friday, 

‘The French police, it may be re- 
called, informed that armed men had 
been’ seen in atane off Route 
Grouchy, hastened to the spot and

Towance for the cereal. 

Offer “Too Small” 

‘The abnomal cost of rice has caused 
numerous disputes in the elty, ine 
volving such companies as the Com. 
pagnie Francaise de ‘Tramways vet 
dEelairage Electriques de Shanghai 
China General Omnibus Co.. Gas Co. 
in addition to innumerable Chinese 
weaving factories, tailors shops. shoe 
stores. spectacle ‘factories, and now 
the Cathay Hotels Lid, and employees 
‘of building contractors, 

"The latter held a meeting on Sun- 
day and decided to increase the 
‘wages of their employees by 90 cents 
for the carpenters, and 60 cents for 
the brieklayers. ‘With another. ine 
ertase in living allowances. the daily 
Income of the workers would become 
larger by about $1.90.

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Lecture on Ivories 


‘The business of Wednesday's meet- 
ing over, Mr. G, E. Marden gave a 
Yeeture on Chinese ivories. whieh he| 
explained in a very vivid and inter~ 
esting way SMustrating his. remarks 
With his own large collection. He 
explained that the ivory from cle- 
phant, mammoth and walrus {usks 
was imported into China and that 
the Chinese love for this wonderful 
‘material was centuries old—schools of| 
different styles of carving having 
developed in Peiping, Canton 

Shanghai. ‘The shape of an elephant 
tusk being very favourable for por 
traying the female figure, the big 
Ivory statties are mostly ‘those of 
women. Ivory, is recognized by the 
‘grain marks.” “Live™ ivory coming, 
from “an. animal which has| 
recently died differs from “dead” 
ivory, which can be very old. Some 
times a piece looks very oli—but it 
may be only the ivory and not the 
carving which is antique. The Chi- 
nese in olden days reckoned ivory, to 
‘be of equal or even higher value’ 
with jade and precious stones. ‘They 
etched, painted or carved the ivory,| 
using low, high and full relief and 
‘algo tinted pieces. As ivory is also 
used for industrial purposes, such as 
billiard balls, sinall. parts of a tusk 
sometimes remain and are corved, 
but in a much less artistic way.

Extracts from the Dean's report 
for 1941 follow: 

“This report deals with the calen- 
dar year of 1940, It has been cus- 
tomary in past years to make a rather 
Iengthy report'in regard to the ser~ 
vices arranged in the Cathedral and 
Bubbling Well Chapel. ‘Now that we 
have a Cathedral Magazine which Is 
published every month and which 
carries full information in regard to 
these services, it is sufficient for the 
purpose of this report to say that all 
the regular services and special ser. 
vices were held in thelr accustomed 
‘order throughout the year. 

"Mr. Ottewell has completed a year 
of service with us since his return 
from furlough. We are most fortun- 
ate in having a man of Mr. Ottewell's 
gitts and personality attached to our 
Cathedral “staff. In addition to his 
work” in the Cathedral and among 
the young people and in the Sunday 
Schools, during the past year he has’ 
undertaken the arduous, but well 
worth while, work of training the 
Cathedral choristers. 

“The Rev, P. C. Matthews has 
again been most generous in the 
voluntary assistance he has given in 
the Cathedral and Bubbling Well 
Chapel. In spite of the unusually 
heavy burden he has carried in the 
school during the past year, he has 
found time to preach frequently in 
the Cathedral and his thoughtful ser- 
mons .are always greatly enjoyed. 
When not assisting in the sorvices, 
he occupies his stall in the Chaneol, 
following the procedure which ob: 
fains in Cathedral schools at Home. 


Great Assistance 


“We take this opportunity of again 
tendering our thanks to Bishop Cur- 
lis, The fact that he has been pre- 
vented from journeying as he would 
wish throughout the diocese, owing 
to the war restrictions, has re-acted 
in our favour and we'have enjoyed 
his assistance in Shanghai in a very 
gratifying way in the year under 
review. The appreciation of his ser. 
viees was again manifested by the 
congregation in the generous response 
fo the Christmms appeal for the 
‘special work carried on by the 
Bishop's fund in the Diocese of Che- 
Kiang. 

“The Annual Confirmation was

Shanghai General 
Hospital Report 


Shanghai, Apr. 16. . 
‘The Annual Report of ‘the Shang: 
i General Héspital shows that very 
nearly fifteen per cent. of the total 
‘expenditure of $647,028.24" during 
1940 was devoted to the care of in- 
digent patients, although grants from 
the SAML.C. and various charities have 
‘assisted this work. Upkeep last year 
emounted to almost double that for 
1039. Due to this increase, hospital 
charges had to be raised, but despite 
this the hospital ended the year with 
8 $01,246.49 loss. 

pone chairman's report in part fol- 
jows:— 

‘The number of patients admitted 
during the year exceeds the number 
admitied the previous year by the 
small margin of 2, namely 2943 
against 2.941 respectively. ‘The num- 
ber of Patient Days, however, show 
‘an appreciable increase. namely 
53,797 as. compared with 49,186 in 1938. 

inthe out-patient department. 
12483 patients received treatment, an 
increase of 1,145 over the figure’ for 
the previous’ year. The number of 
casualties treated was 1,107, an in- 
crease of 1865, 

“Owing to the continuous increase 
in the cost of all commodities and 
essential services it again became 
Recessary to make further increases 
in the “Hospital fees. It was also 
decided to abolish the Intermediate 
Class, as from the end of August, 
‘and to merge the accommodation into 
the Second Class. 

“Additional Sccond Class accom. 
‘modation (for women) was provided 
‘ay re-opening five two-bed rooms on 
the fourth floor of the East Wing. 
‘The Public Health Department of the 
SMC. continue to occupy two floors 
in the East Wing for use as a Tuber- 
culosis Ward and Staff quarters. ‘This 
Ward is operated entirely by the 
Public Health Department with 
‘own nursing and domestic staffs: 


‘Treasurer's Report 

‘The Treasurer's Report is as fol-

nurses: it cannot, surely, make for 
the greatest welfare of the patient.

Hence, it seems to me, 
an intensive policy is better than a 
extensive one; if you cannot have 
both at the same time, quality of 
service is of greater value than 
quantity.

“L belleve that the true strength 
‘of our nation is represented by the 
Jother symbol which is most prominent 
‘on the journal of the St. George's 
Soclety, and which is symbolic both 
fof my second text and of the most 
worth: while sentiments that are deep 
rooted in the hearts of the people of 
England. That symbol is the Cross 
of St, George—a plain red eross_ on 
the white ground of purity.

‘ed by the dragon, is to disabuse our 
minds of the popuiar error that meek-_ 
ness and weakness are synonimous| 
terms. That error leads to confusion 
fof thought, Remember also that it 
‘was on this virtue that Jesus based 
his claim for universal service ‘Come, 
unto me all ye that are weary and 
heavy laden, for Tam meek and 
lowly."

“Meekness makes no claim upon 
others, and here again we save our- 
gelves’ the irritation which many 
People suffer when they make claims 
‘and do not receive the due respect 
which they consider their due. But 
there is another thing to be taken 
Info account in the description of 
meekness, That grace, as our 
‘shewed, harmonizes with undaunted 
oravery and strenuous resistance to 
the evil in the world. On our per 
sonal account there are to be no 
Uounds to our patient acceptance of 
personal wrong; on the world’s ac- 
Count there are to be no bounds to 
‘our militant attitude against public 
evils—here we accept the symbol of 
the mounted militant St. George. 
But the real force is the inward 
power of meekness. One writer 
speaks of the possible effect of a 
battery of noisy steam hammers 
pounding away at an iceberg. When 
the feeberg ig pulverized, it is still 
ice. But let the feeberg get into 
lent drift of the aretic current, and 
et it move quietly to the south, then 
the sun beams or the gulf stream 
start thelr quiet powerful work, and 
the iceberg is dissipated. 


Great Aim 


“Tt seems to me that the greatest 
aim towards which we English 
people should strive is the fostering 
‘and development, by the help of 
God, of this inward spirit of meek- 
ness, that will keep us from cloud. 
ing ‘our thoughts by unworthy feel- 
ings of bitterness, hatred and re. 
venge. The spirit which, as we read 
with pride every day, onables and 
will enable our people ‘to take it, 
with @ growing, Dut self-controlled 
determination to master the evil in 
the way we choose; the fostering and 
developing of a great reserve power 
that helps us to remain masters of 
ourselves, that we may the better 
serve others. Does this spirit work 
in real life? Undoubtedly it does, 
‘Think only of the present situation. 
The indiscriminate wicked bombing, 
‘tho demonstration of uncontrolled 
evil forces has achieved exactly the 
‘opposite effect to that which might 
‘he expected, and which our enemies 
certainly expected. It has con- 
solidated. and intensified the resis 
tanee-of our own people, and this 
truth is not confined to ‘the battle 
of Britain. 


A Fine Example 


“Here is what one says about Dean 
Vaughan. ‘1 am told that Dean 
‘Vaughan, Master of the Temple, one 
of the gentlest and most gracious of 
men, could be very severe on occa- 
sion’ and that those who knew him 
well feared him more in a case of 
meanness or moral obliquity than 
they would the angry denunciations, 
of ‘any blustering censor of impro- 
riety who lacked Vaughan's un.

‘The chiot items of the proposed 
new constitution are as follows:— 

“From and after the day on which 
this scheme is approved and estab-

‘at Shanghai, the charity (hereinafter 
to be called “the School”) and all 
property. present or future'in land and 
Income thereof, and endowments 
present or future” shall continue to 
de invested in and administrated by 
the Trustees, for the time being, of 
the Holy Trinity Cathedral, Shanghai, 
subject to an in conformity with 
‘the provisions of this scheme." 

“The pleces or parcels of land com= 
prised In this scheme and specified 


Jin the schedule hereto shall continue 


to be vested in the trustees in p 
potty andthe endowments and 
Money's specified shall continue to be 
vested in the trustees absolutely, 
Yobethey| with all sums of money. 
now or at any time belonging to the 
Schoo! 








Power to. Sell 


“The Trustees shall have power to 
sell, mortgage, or exchange the said 
pleces or paréels of Jand. the bulld- 
Ings now or hereafter to be erected 
thereon at any time and to vary the 
investments of any moneys ond the 
proceeds of sale, the moneys obtained 
fon mortgage, or any land or property 
taken in exchange, and such invest= 
ment, shall be held by the tru 
solely in the interest and for the 
Denefit of the School, subject to and 
in conformity with the provisions of 
this scheme as if the same had form= 
‘ed part of the property herein ype+ 
cifically mentioned, save nevertheless 
that the powers in this clause given 
shall not apply to any property or 
moneys given to the School for a 
particular purpose or purposes which 
necessitates the retention of thelt 
origina} character.” 


“Boys and girls are eligible for

but the Committee may for special 
reasons grant an extension in indivi 
dual cases.” 

“Save os herein provided all pupils 
admitted into the School must be 
childron of British parents of wholly 
European extraction. Sueh children 
must before admission be nominated 
bby the Committee or by Its appointee 
for the purpose of nomination. 
Children who do not conform to the 
above mentioned provisions as to 
parentage may be admitted as pupils 
upon nomination by the unanimous 
decision of thove members of the 
Committee then resident in Shanghai 
provided that the Committee shall not 
nominate such a child for admission 
unless at Teast seven days notice of 
their intention to do so shall have

cloak. One pamphlet entitled “Sins 
of Red Bandits.” falsely purported to, 
have been printed by the "Chung 
Hwa Book Company.” the second | 
biggest Chinese publishing firm in 
sympathy with Chungking. On. the 
Jeft side of the cover ot the pamphlel 
the characters “Bdlited by the Nai 
chang Field Headquarters of the 
‘Military Affairs Council” are clearly 
printed, 


Envelopes Imitated 

Of late, postmen have been unable| 
to send ‘this anticommunist litera 
ture (with postage charges paid in 
full) to addresses probably because: 
the latter have moved away from. 
the original addresses written on tl 
envelopes. The pamphlets were ri 
tured. to the supposed "senders, 
though the forged official envelopes 
were s0 well printed that they could 
easily have been mistaken for gen- 
uuine ones. 

A leading Chinese daily, the

$1,000,000 of Fuel 
Oil Seized 


Shanghai, Apr. 18. 
‘The seizure of over $1,000,000 worth 
of kerosene owned by the Texas Oil 
Company. by Japanese Naval auth~ 
orities was ‘confirmed by an official| 
of the company yesterday. but it was 
fated that negotiations are under 
‘ay regarding the restoration of the 
oll.

The kerosene it was learned, was 
destined for Rangoon and was being | 
uuntoadgd on April 9, at | Woosung 
when ‘it was confiscated" by the 
Japanese naval authorities. 

It was stated that a foreign charter- 
‘4 vessel on which the kerosene was. 
to have been shipped also was de- 
Tayed in “her departure, but was 
allowed to proceed on her voyage. 

‘The solzure was the second biggest 
‘of the past week following the recent 
temporary confiscation of a cargo of| 
general “merchandise intended for

London, Apr. 15.

Allied Lines Still Hold ; Germans Pour Endless 
Streams Into Battle ; Allied Planes Busy 


London, Apr. 19. 


INCIDING with the reported arrival of Herr Hitler in South- 
Eastern Europe, the Nazi legions in Northern Greece con- 
siderably intensified their hammering of the British and Greek 
line today but failed to penetrate any. part of it, according to the 


latest despatches from the front. 


‘A German High Command claim that the German war ensign 
had ‘been hoisted on the peak of Mount Olympus is not borne 
out by semi-official information from Athens stating that around 
this famous height, British and Imperial Forces today hurled back 


the enemy time after time. 
Although outnumbered three to 
one, the Allied Forces are sald to, 
be taking a heavy toll of the Ger~ 
mang, who are pursuing the same 
tactics of making nonestop assaults, 
Quoting a Greck estimate, the 
‘Ankara correspondent of the Colum: 
‘bia Broadcasting Corporation state 
that the Germans have hitherto lost 
nno less than 60,000 dead in Greece,

to that effect have been issued 

“It has however come to the know:

bombs upon the Vatican City should a 
British raid take place, It therefore 
Is necessary to expose this charac 
teristic trick beforehand, 


Berlin Raid Not a Reprisal 

“It is a mistake to describe the 
bombing of Berlin last night 
(Thursday) ay reprisal for the raid 
‘on London the night before. Tt was 
not a reprisal but part of the regular

Mexico City 


Mexico City, Apr, 16. 

Colima, a elty of 20,000 inhabitants 
near the’ south-west coast, today was 
Feported to be half destfoyed as a 
result of a terrific earthquake yester~ 
fday and its Governor estimated that 
fa "good percentage” of the popula~ 
tion fell vietime either to the tremors 
‘or voleanle eruptions, 

‘Tho terrific earthquake, followed 
oy rumblings, during the night, 
severely shook ‘Mexico City, causing 
eight fires and damage estimated at 
1,600,000 pesos but no fatalities. 

"The severe shock was felt here at 
130 pam, yesterday and, as buildings 
Jerashed ‘and thousands’ were panic 
stricken, communications were dis- 
rupted, 

Governor Pedro Torres Ortiz_of 
IColima reported that rumblings con- 
tinued during the night. in his city 
land frightened the survivors of the 
terrible disaster.

INDUSTRY IN BRITAIN

‘The King and Queen recently went to

weaving for the same firm for 51 years and 
another who has been there for 32, and who 
helped make the carpet for Westminster 
Abbey for the Coronation, to which she was 
afterwards invited.

Hardy annuals are also beginning to make 
colourful displays, wallflowers, for; ts, 
virginian stocks, " pansies, violas, calendulas, 
‘aisies and others are Moworing ‘all over the 
place these days, while polyanthus, primrose, 
arabis and dimorphotheca plants are to be seen 
here and there. The last named plant—often 
referred to as the Cape Marigold—is of com- 
paratively recent introduction: it has been 
own for many years. but Jt was not until 
bout 1998 that its eullivation was taken in 
hand seriously. This is rather strange when 
we consider the fine rich orange colour of its 
flowers which are most attractive if the plants 
fare given a sunny position in the garden. The 
flowers close when they have insufficient sun- 
shine: this may, of course, be regarded as 
fault despite the fact that the outside of 
‘the petals have the same rich colour as. the 
Inside. "Descriptions of the Dimorphotheca 
appeating in various catalogues are misleading, 
to some of us here: the plant is often referred 
to asa half-hardy annual and many of us are 
afraid to sow seods of half-hardy annuals until 
the warm days of April arrive. Actually, the 
Cape Marigold is much hardier than many 
People imagine .and plants come through the 
Winter outdoors much better than some of the 
‘Supposed.to-be hardy annuals. We notice that 
geranlums are being planted out these days; 
these plants always remind us of the beds 
‘outside Buckingham Palace which were, at one 
‘time, always gay with “Paul Crampel” ger- 
aniums. We used to think that there were too 
many of these plants used in bedding schemes 
in England; but there are not too many used 
here! "There are not so many places where 
Jspace can’ be found in the greenhouses for the 
plants during the Winter—w..r. 

Apr. 13—Close by the “perfeet” flowering 
Cherry in the “Taikoo" garden were young 
cuealyptus trees growing in flower bed where 
we moticed the Chinose “Forget-me-not™ 
(Cymoptossum) coming into flower while a 
Horse Chestnut in the vieinity was just un- 
folding its leaves. We continued our walk 
through the garden until we arrived at an 
‘ornamental pool and rockery: a frog stopped 
“barking” as we approached @he pool, the 
margins of which are planted with occasional 
clumps of Flag iris showing plenty of lower 
buds. ‘There are numerous. well-grown ever- 
green shrubs planted on this rockery, whilst 
behind there is the commencement of a bamboo 
grove to be seen, Turning to the east, we 
passed along a long “tongue” flower" bed 
Brranged beneath some large trees with a lawn 
fon each sido and we could visualize how 
Beautiful this section will look in due course 
when all the plants are in flower. Leaving this

section, we entered a flower nursery garden 
in rear of a large group of trees and separated

from the rest of the garden by hypericum 
hedges. A narrow “canal” runs through this 
garden that will undoubtedly provide much joy 
and amusement for the young member of the 
family and others, for there are few of us 
who do not like 10 sail boats occasionally. AS 
wwe passed through the flower nursery, we came 
to a natural pool in the south-east ‘comer of 
the garden. Water lilies are showing signs of 
fe In the pool os well as Irises and the water 
Hyacinth (Bichhornia erassipes).. ‘The water 
Hyacinth is a native of Brazil and it is a most 
peculiar plant. The infltion of the petioles 
eause them lo grow like bladders and. these 
help. the plant to float on the surface, it: has. 
roots which will anchor it if the pool is shallow, 
‘but most of our pools are too deep at times for 
these to funetion properly. The water Hyacinth 
‘becomes a nuisance in southern streams; bul it 
{ig beautiful when in flower and it is called the 
"Million Dollar”. weed in some parts, Hawkers 
‘carry pots of this plant around our sircets Tater 
in the year. In rear of this pool, “Temple of 
Heaven” is growing under the trees and many 
choice waterside plants are thriving on the 
banks: there are guite a few species of iris to 
be seen, some in water, others in damp situa 
Hons and still others, on dry land: it is an ideal 
place for an'Iris garden. Close by the pool, 
there is a “potterer’s” corner where none may 
enter and we retraced our steps to the centre 
‘group to admire a purpleleaved corylus and 
fo wateh bees busily extracting nectar from 0 
“wild olive” (Blaegnus). 








The bees were too 


loser quarters, the process of nectar extraction. 
From this group, we saw many spocimen tree 
fon the Iawn with clumps of blucbells Nowering 
Eaily ‘at their bases and several persimmons 
Coming into leat, Crossing over to the east side 
again, we noticed a most effective planting 
Scheme on a large mound. Cedars, cherries, 
eydonias, prunus, red and green maples, pines 
‘and a tiny gingko were all growing merrily 
together while hundreds of scedling maples 
were peeping out from amongst the grass. A 
Targe group of lilacs were in flower close by 
more bamboos and numerous bedding plants 
planted in front of the shrubbery should be-1 
mass of bloom shortly. An enclosed formal 
garden was the last place to be visited and this 
Wag also starting {0 look gay with tulips and 
early flowering plants —ws.K, 


Apr. 15:—Blucbells with their graceful droop- 
Ing flowers were observed in full flower in the 
“Taiko” park-like garden today; last night's 
rain appears to have freshened the flowers 
Instead of causing domage; everything in the 
garden looked very bright and the various 
‘colour schemes were most effective this Easter 
‘Sunday morn. As we walked along the 
ldriveway, the welcome smell of pines, after 
rain, came from along the side groups where 
the ‘trees are planted close together with 
Javeubas and laurels, Close to the house entrance, 
tiny Jonquils were blooming at the foot 
of “Dragon” junipers: when these bulbs are 
not planted too close together, thelr graceful 
dark green rush-like foliage is’ not very con- 
Ispicuous with a result that the flowers appear 
to Bo hanging in mid-air. The driveway led us 
to a wide expanse of lawn whereon were 
planted several, groups of old trees and a 
lovely camphor that had been chosen 
by night Herons ax their daytime quarters. 
Passing the home of some Magpies in a large 
acacia tree, We walked across to a fine, group 
fof pines: there were three trees over 30 feot 
high Jin the group and the largest we have 
Jseen for some time. Azaleas, maples and 
ereeping junipers ‘were planted tastefully on 
the mound together with several flowering 
shrubs. The method adopted to show the line 
of demareation between two gardens at this 
place is exceedingly attractive: a stone re- 
taining wall has been arranged to provide iris 
beds in places and to lose itself in others, 
Dragon junipers and pines are growing in 
groups at intervals along the wall while 
climbing roses are trained over it where It is 
exposed {0 view. ‘The greenhouses were the 
next section to be visited and there we found 
Ja magnificent display. In the large house, a 
large number of Schizhnthus plants were in 

wer: an attractive combination of colour 
that would please the most fastidious. There 
were also dozens of pots of scarlet geranium, 
leinereriag and primulas and a pot of Datura 
with its large white drooping Mowers. It was 
in one of the smaller houses that we saw 
flowers that nobody could see without wishing 
‘that they could cut just a fow for the sitting 
room. Fashions change in flower decoration 
‘but there is no need to be a slave to fashi 
land the spikes of stocks that we saw would add 
‘charm to any decoration: the spikes were three 
feet long and each bore masses of double flo 
fers an inch and a half across. Well-grown 
nasturtiums were also there and thelr bright 
jcolours were a pleasure to see. In another 
house, we saw a bed of gerberas, more nastur- 
tiums’ and a couple of Passion fruit vines. 
Leaving the greenhouses, we passed through 
what must be one of the best arranged veget. 
jable gardens here: everything was so neat and 
tidy, each crop had its Jabel showing the date 
jun which the seed was sown and the personal 
euch was plainly visible all over the section, 
the whole place was in perfect order. At th 
south end of the vegetable garden. we came 
into the south portion of the “Taikoo” ark 
fand stood spellbound ss we gazed upon a 
‘gorgeous flowering Cherry in the nearest gro.4p 
of Prunus Pissardii, magnolias, forsythlas, 
cherries and maples. "The tree was a mass of 
Lloom, each branch being covered with fl avers 
and no coreisc description such as this, ean 
possibly do justice to the tree and its beauty.
